Prof. Corbett Addresses 
Historians on Neutrality 

Two Clubs Combine to Hear Member of 
Law Faculty Speak in R.V.C. 
Drawing-Room 



A Joint meeting of the R.V.C. and 
McGill Historical Societies was 
held last evening in the drawing- 
room of the Royal Victoria College. 
Professor Percy Corbett of the 
Faculty of Law spoke on the His- 
tory of Neutrality, Leonard Scton 
introduced the speaker. 

Professor Corbett slated that the 
present-day meaning of neutrality 
in the state of being on neither side 
in a war. In the fifteenth and the 
sixteenth centuries a state might 
be technically at peace while lend- 
ing assistance to a belligerent. 
Gradually the idea evolved that un- 
less a treaty with a country had 
boon evolved before that country 
became involved in a war, there 
should be no assistance given in 
any form. 

There w as an idea prevalent that 
if the war were just, you were 
only bound to abstain from helping 
the unjust belligerent. If the war 
was embarked on for any other 



reason than an Infringement, it 
would be unjust. This was 
especially advocated by churchmen. 
It became difficult to form a dis- 
tinction between just and unjust 
belligerency. Legally both parties 
came lo be regarded as just. 

In the eighteenth century, the 
United States declared that neutral- 
ity involved impartiality In all Uic 
belligerent*, and that the fulfill- 
ment nf a treaty made at any time 
would be. a breach of neutrality. 
This was the central Idea of 
neutrality from that time on. 

At the present time, countries 
may adopt measures to protect 
their own interests, and if they 
work out lo the detriment of one 
belligerent, it is not a breach of 
neutrality. 

The Neutrality Law does not 
prohibit nationals of the neutral 
states from exporting contraband 
and munitions of war, but the slate 
as a whole must not supply them 
to belligerents. . .

To Discuss Some Aspects of 
Medicine of General

Largest Gorilla Is Now in Red- 
path Museum 

McGill • Congo Expedition, 
1938,-39, Was Headed by D. 
M. Hodgson, Guest-speaker 



In his speech last night at the 
Biological Society meeting, Mr. 
Duncan M. Hodgson described the 
expedition which he and his col- 
leagues made along the Belgian 
Congo in 1933-1939. This expedi- 
tion was called the McGill-Congo 
Expedition. They went to the 
Congo because, as Mr. Hodgson 
said, "there thousands of miles of 
jungle exist untouched by men." 

All the pictures of the expedition 
which were shown at the lecture 
were taken by Mr. Donaldson Yuile. 
There were 40 still-coloured pic- 
tures and eight hundred feet ot 
coloured film which depicted ani- 
mals, natives and the beautiful 
scenery of that portion of Darkest 
Africa, the Belgian Congo. 

Mr. Hodgson described the jungle 
country which lies halfway up 
Africa on the west coast. "On the 
Atlantic side of the country is low 
and there lie the humid tropical 
jungles, the finest part of Africa 
that I have ever seen." The speaker 
also described the remarkable roads 
that he traversed in all portions cf 
the country and said that whereas 
in 1921 there were 21 miles of road, 
now there are 40,000 miles and 
3,000 miles of railroad. 

Large Gorilla 

One of the slides showed "the 
largest Gorilla" ever caught which 
Mr. Hodgson and 133 natives track- 
ed down. It weighed 500 pounds and 
now can be seen in the Redpaih 
Museum, Other slidc» showed sped-

DR. SELYE OUTLINES 
ENDOCRINOLOGY 



Ductless Glands Subject of 
Speech to Co-ed Scien- 
tists

Led by Dr. Selye of the Histology 
Department. 30 scientific coeds and 
one lone Arts reporter wandered 
through the mazes of endocrinology 
yesterday afternoon in the R.V.C. 
Common Room. It was the meeting 
of the Women's Scientific Club and 
the professor s subject was "Endo- 
crinology In A Nutshell." 

Endocrines, for the benefit of the 
scientifically unlearned are a kind 
of glands, which unlike other 
glands, secrete directly into the 
blood stream. The first thing to 
consider about an endocrine, he 
said, is w hat happens if there is not 
enough, and the other thing is what 
happens if there is too much thypo 
and hyper secretion). 

Thereafter glands and dwarfs, 
roosters and elevator boys, and 
hospital patients 'with every bone 
in their bodies broken, tnuigled in 
bewildering confusion out of which 
emerged a list of six endocrines — 
Andrenal, Thyroid, Parathyroid,

The regular meeting of The 
Osier Society was held last night 
in the Osier Library. Three 
papers were delivered before the 
Society by Messrs. D. G. Cam- 
eron, F. J. Taeedie and J. K. 
McCorkle. 

Mr. Cameron, who spoke on 
"some Inspiration Glimpses 
from the Life and Teachings of 
Hughlings Jackson" gave an 
account of this man's contribu- 
tion to Neurology. 

Hughlings Jackson was born near 
York, England, in 1335 and died in 
1911. He was a quiet, modest man, 
an untiring worker who achieved 
world-wide fame for his efforts. He 
did his first work on the localiza- 
tion of the brain centres. Although 
he did not discover the speech 
centre, which bears Broca's name, 
he had predicted its localization at 
an earlier date. He mad« some at 
the first clear observations on epi- 
lepsy and one of the epileptic syn- 
dromes has been described under 
his name. He also expounded the 
Theory of Evolution and Dissolution 
of the Brain centres and pointed 
out that the lower centres were 
under the control of the upper and 
that the symptoms produced when 
the higher centres were removed 
were due to the uninhibited, action 
of the lower centres. His contribu- 
tions were without the benefit of 
animal experiment. He considered 
the patient his experiment and by 
his meticulous observation and clar- 
ity of thought, was abl« to bring 
much order out of the chaos exist- 
ing in the field of Neurology before 
his day. 

Paper on Pott*. 

J. H. McCorkle read the original 
paper of Sir Fercival Potts on 
"Fractures of the Ankle" and one 
of Lord Lister's early papers on 
"Antisepsis in Surgery." Whether 
or not there is such a definite thing 
as a Pott's fracture seems to be i 
marter of dispute among the clini- 
cians. After the paper was read, 
it was decided by those present 
that the fracture described was a 
type of External Rotation fracture. 
It was then told how Lord Lister 
first came to use carbolic acid as 
an antisepsis, it having been sug- 
gested to him by the city fathers of 
Carlyle who sprinkled the same 
chemical on the town garbage to 
destroy the odors ot putrefaction. 
His application to surgical lesions, 
the first rational use of antiseptics, 
was related. 

Mr. F. J. Tweedie delivered an 
account of the "No. 3 Can. Gen'l 
Hospital of McGill." The original 
idea of fornung a McGill Medical 
Unit was conceived by Brig. -Gen. 
H. S. Birkett who approached the 
Medical Faculty and finding them 
receptive then approached the 
Principal— Sir William Peterson, 
who in turn presented the idea to 
the Governors of the University. 
When their sanction was given, an. 
offer was made to the British War 
office who accepted the idea. 

Unit of 175. 

The Unit, comprising approxim- 
ately 175 doctors, nurses and or- 
derlies, sailed in May 1915. A spe-

Les Concerts Symphon* 
iqucs and Zino 
Francescatti 



The fourth In the season's concerta of "Lea 
Concerts Symphoniqucs" look place on Tues- 
day December 12th al rlatean Hall, under the 
direction of the distinguished Canadian Con- 
ductor, .lean Marie Bcaudct. The French vio- 
linist Zino Francescatti, who played With Sue- 
ce*» m Europe and America, visited Montreal 
tor the first lime lo play In Ihe Brahms Con- 
certo. 

It Is the custom In allude to Brahms' In- 
strumental concertos as symphonies with ob- 
ligato solo instrument, and that is manifest in 
this D Major violin concerto. Mr. Frances- 
catti's brilliant playing blended and interwove 
in the orchestra with the clarity and precision 
of great artistry. His clear lone was appre- 
ciated in the lyrical passages, and clean tech- 
nique was displayed by the soloist with ease 
and grace. The song-like first subject theme, 
and the sharp staccato rhythm of the second 
form the crown of the first movement with 
Brahms' masterly working-out. The Rondo 
Movement, with its Hungarian dance-like tinge, 
plays through with strong energy and sunny 
humour. All the nuances, shading, and clear 
rhythmic beat were brought out by Mr. Bcau- 
dct, and the orchestra responded with vitality 
and fervor. 

The close friendship between Brahms and 
Schumann might be considered apparent even 
m their music. Not in orchestration, but they 
are akin in their wealth of melodies and poeti- 
cal emotion. The year 1841 Robert Schumann
